Vietnam Toll Rises 

Nov. 28 (AP) — Both allied and Coiranunist 
casualties increased last week over the ■previous seven- 
day reporting period, the U.S. Command said today. 

South Vietnamese battle deaths were almost double the 
previous week’s and marked a two-month high 
The new U.S. death toll of 160 raised to 29,637 the num- 
ber of Americans killed in Vietnam since Jan. 1, 1961, 
while 187,065 Americans have been wounded and 1,215 
are listed as missing, oaptored or interned. 

^e U.S. Command said the latest enemy casualty count 
raised to 418,006 the number reported killed since Jan 
! 1, 1961. 

American headquarters also reported 537,500 U.S. serv- 
t icemen were in Vietnam at the end of last week, an in- 
crease of 1000 over the previous week.
